CELEBRATION OF THE TWENTY-SECOND. 

He has, however, to record that the return 
of the anniversary of the birth-day of George 
Washington has been celebrated at the capital 
of Kentucky in an appropriate manner and 
with all due observances. The national flag 
was unfurled from the State-house, and pre- 
cisely as the hour of twelve came round the 
firing of a national salute commenced. Peel 
on peel the sounds boomed ont at regular in- 
tervals, reverberating and echoing through 
toyn, valley, and hill, until one shot had been 
fired for every State. Then, after a pause of a 
little longe: duration, the sound came crash- 
ing and thundering with, it seemed, a deeper 
and more pro roer than ever. That 
last salute was given in honor of Virginia, 
“the mother of States and of Presidents.” 
Noblé old Virginia! Though all unable to 
rescue thee from thraldom and persecution, 
Kentucky is yet not forgetful either of the 
past or the present, and on such a day as this 
she cannot but associate thy glory and re- 
nown with the glory and renown of thy im- 
mortal son! No commentary upon the unpa- 
triotic and revolutionary character of the
